Only patrols were sent out how- 
ever, while the^main bodies were held 
just'back of the line. 


After a night of heavy firing from 


the British guns, during which the sky 
seemed to blaze With flames, the third 
and fourth armies again attacked this 
morning from Cambrai south to the- 
f ront held by the French. At the same 
time the Canadian and English troops, 
after a "crash" barrage launched 
a 


powerful attack 'extemtihg some miles 
north from Cambrai. 
For miles the front suddenly sprang 


into action. Tbe Canadians bad hard 
going at one place just north of Cam- 
brai, but with great gallantry swept on 
after apnihilatihg th'e Germans who 
tried to bar their way.

From there on their resistance weak- 


ened and the 
Canadians, with the 


English, hurried eastward, smothering 
the usual screen of German machine 
gunners as they -went.

Canadian and British troops met in 
the center of Cambrai, which wag en- 
tered from both north '-and south, and' 
quickly mopped up. Many Germans 
had escaped, bat many hundreds who 
bad been held there to launch -a coun- 
ter attack were either killed or cap- 
tured. Some of the enemy troops are 
still in deep cellars two stories under; 
ground and in tbe tunnels the -Germans 
dug during their occupation of the city. 
These are being routed out and sent 
back to the cages.

Although many fires were started by 


the Germans, the town was found.not 
to be so badly damaged as was feared..

South of the city, the third and 


fourth armies rapidly overcame enemy 
opposition. 
The 
Germans 
started 


fleeing soon after the attack "began, 
for they realized they were fighting a 
battle in which they could hope for no 
success. The front line for twenty 
miles began moving rapidly eastward. 
Then came reports from airplanes, 
with which the sky was literally crowd- 
ed, that Wambaix had been taken. 
Soon the capture of Harcourt was re 
ported. From then on tidings came in 
rapid succession of villages falling be 
fore the allied advance. 
Selvingy, Caultery, Ligny, Montigny 


and Maretz were qnidkly reached and 
passed and soon the allies were closing, 
in on Caudry and Bertry. At the same 
time from the north it was reported 
that Escaudoeuvres, east of Cambrai. 
had been taken and that Inchy was 
being approached. 
—The- Cambrai-Le Chateau road was 
crossed and then the railway between 
St. Quentin and Bertry was cut.

"1'Ish for Sale," and fastens it to the 
mast, draws the boat up to the canal'-" i 
edge, and Is soon besieged by hou^e- 
v>i\es anxious to inspect his wares. 
The fi«h, as If conscious of their pend- 
ing fate, swim uneasily about in the 
t.-nk. while thrifty Dutch matrons 
follow certain ones excitedly with a 
forefinger, and the seller endeavors to 
locate the desired fish in the swarm- 
Ing tub. 


On a summer evening when a fleet 


of the good ships, has made port after 
a luii d day's work, a fishing village is 
one of the most picturesque sights in 
Holland. Sails patched or torn and 
flapping rise and fall In the harbor 
with the motion of the waves. The 
t>ra\\ny Dutch fisherman, re>ived by 
supper and the evening pipe, Is cnring 
Ssh and exchanging stories with neigh- 
jors on the dock, while his wife sits 
jefore her cottage mending nets, or 
perhaps adorning a torn sail with a 


ivid red patch. 
There is little rest for these hard- 


working seamen and their wives. Fish 
mve long been to Holland what rice 
is to China or the potato to America. 
With its food supply ebbing danger- 
ously low, Holland looks more than 
ever to her fisher folk to feed the 
people.

Since those far-off dajfe *Ba-e-ly 
Ma-i-1" has been called by the little 
Belgian and French boys and-girls all 
along the line from Dunkirk to Bel- 
fort. Many a risk has been run to buy 
and sell the news of yesterday. One 
great load of copies of the London 
Daily Mail arrived at a distributing 
center by train just as the advancing 
wave of Germans threatened to pour 
over the line. 
^Prompt to the occasion the parcels, 
were seized by the soldiers and 
thrown into the gap. Surely no news-- 
paper parcels ever had a stranger fate 
than to be used, fresh from the press 
and unread, as sandbags for trenches 
and a shelter against a whining scurry 
of machine-gun bullets. Back in Paris i 
an anxious publisher and thoughtful! 
cashier wondered in what category of 
"unsold copies" the wagon load should 
be pnt. 


Three times the Daily Mail has 


heard through advanced line distrib- 
uting agents of paper sellers shot by 
snipers' bullets while making their 
way along the trenches. ,
